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Section  3:  Reviewing  and  Testing 

Section  3 is  intended  to  help  students  prepare  for  the  final  test  that  they  will  write  at  the  end  of  the  course. 
Lesson  1 provides  some  strategies  and  tips  for  effective  studying.  In  Lesson  2 students  are  given  suggestions 
on  how  to  approach  a test  and  various  types  of  test  questions.  The  assignments  for  this  section  provide 
students  with  opportunities  to  apply  the  strategies  they  have  been  given  to  a variety  of  test  questions. 

• Discuss  with  your  student  factors  that  increase  test  anxiety — lack  of  rest,  insufficient  studying,  too  much 
caffeine,  a poor  effort  during  the  course,  and  so  on.  Discuss  ways  to  avoid  test  anxiety. 

• Encourage  your  student  to  make  a study  schedule.  Remind  him  or  her  to  include  study  time  for  other 
subjects  besides  English  language  arts. 

• Help  your  student  to  understand  that  test  taking  is  a skill  and,  as  with  other  skills,  it  takes  practise  to 
master.  Test-taking  skills  will  be  used  throughout  his  or  her  life.  Following  are  examples  where  these 
skills  might  be  applied: 

- People  write  tests  to  obtain  a driver’s  licence. 

- Many  trades  require  licences  that  can  only  be  obtained  by  passing  a test. 

- Some  job  promotions  are  based  on  test  scores. 

• Remind  your  student  that  because  tests  vary  in  design  and  directions,  it  is  important  to  remember  the 
following  steps: 

- Take  the  time  to  read  each  set  of  directions  carefully. 

- Study  any  examples  provided. 

- Proceed  only  when  you  are  sure  of  what  you  are  supposed  to  do.
